Vancouver  Assured  Hospital  Treatment 


EVER  since  British  Columbia  launched 
Its  own  hospital  scheme  It  has  been 
p foregone  conclusion  that  large  per- 
manent additions  to  existing  hospitals 
would  have  to  be  provided  in  this  province. 
The  Provincial  Government  Is  dealing 
realistically  with  that  situation  when  It 
pledges  two-thirds  direct  and  indirect  assis- 
tance to  Vancouver  for  a new  $11,500,000 
hospital  construction  program  to  begin 
now.  This  is  the  nature  of  assistance 
which  will  be  needed  if  the  provincial 
health  Insurance  plan  is  to  fulfil  its  given 
promises. 

The  question  arises  as  to  what  is  pro- 
posed for  Victoria,  for  New  Westminster, 
for  Nanaimo,  and  for  the  other  sizable 
towns  of  the  province.  Victoria  hospital 
accommodation  remained  overcrowded  dur- 
ing the  whole  of  the  war  period,  and  the 
pressure  has  lightened  only  little  since  then. 
Even  the  addition  of  the  new  Veterans’ 
Hospital  did  not  make  up  the  gap,  because 


It  gives  special  services  to  war  veterans 
from  which  the  general  public  Is  excluded 

As  was  foreseen,  the  cost  of  the  public 
health  plan  will  not  lessen,  but  increase 
as  the  necessary  hospital  accommodation 
comes  to  be  added.  It  is  realism,  however, 
to  understand  that  without  this  new  con- 
struction the  plan  could  not  be  made  to 
serve  at  all.  If  construction  costs  in  the 
case  oT  Vancouveiyare  an  example,  the 
Government,  will  know  now  what  sums  may 
be  involved  in  putting  the  rest  of  th( 
province  upon  an  equivalent  basis  in  so 
far  as  hospital-bed  space  is  concerned. 

If  there  is  any  suggestion  that  the  Do 
minion  Government  will  help  with  the 
capital  costs  of  construction  the  Provincial 
Cabinet  should  state  so  now.  Otherwise 
the  Impression  will  be  created  that  British 
Columbia  will  find  two-thirds  of  every 
public  hospital  program  that  can  with 
need  be  advanced.  That  would  run  into 
many  millions  of  dollars 


Revenue  Department  Violates  Trusteeship 


TIPPING  beer  parlor  waiters  is  Illegal 
in  British  Columbia  under  Section  28 
of  the  LiquOr  Control  Board  regula- 
tions. The  Federal  Revenue  Department 
is  likely  to  stir  up  trouble  for  itself,  there- 
fore. if  it  persists  In  demanding  that  these 
attendants  should  pay  income  tax  on  non- 
existent gratuities,  in  the  same  category 
as  restaurant  waiters,  porters,  taxi-drivers 
and  o|l\ers  who  habitually  accept  tips. 

It  is  the  announced  intention  of  the  de- 
partment arbitrarily  to  assess  tips  at  10 
per  cent  of  earnings  in  cases  of  failure  01 
refusal  to  show  them  in  tax  returns.  Worse 
still,  The  Canadian  Press  recently  reported 
the  Revenue  Department  as  stating  that 
"beer  parlor  waiters  who  have  refused  to 
pay  income  tax  on  tips  have  had  the  money 
deducted  from  returnable  compulsory  sav- 
ings." That  is  a dictatorial  and  iniquitous 
invasion  of  personal  rights. 

The  compulsory  savings  fund  was  a war- 
time creation.  Into  it  were  paid  sums  arbi- 


trarily collected  along  with  tax  prepay- 
ments This  was  convenient  to  everyone. 
The  savings  were  not  a tax,  however,  and 
the  Government  took  great  pains  to  make 
that  clear  at  the  time.  Thus  the  savings 
fund  is  a trust  fund,  and  neither  the 
Revenue  Department  nor  anyone  else  has 
any  color  of  right  to  raid  it.  By  the 
simple  expedient  of  an  order  in  council 
the  Government  took  authority  for  re- 
fundable savings  to  be  set  off  against  tax 
arrears,  but  it  had  no  licence  to  do  so,  and' 
has  violated  an  essential  principle  of 
trusteeship. 

In  the  case  of  beer  parlor  waiters  in 
British  Columbia  such  deductions  are  in- 
supportable; but  the  principle  affects  every- 
one with  equity  in  the  fund.  If  the  depart- 
ment has  difficulty  in  collecting  arrears 
of  tax*  it  has  recourse  to  normal  legal  pro- 
cesses in  cases  of  default,  and  should  use 
no  other.  If  it  appropriates  refundable 
savings,  it.  might  Just  as  well  raid  a man's 
saving  held  in  a chartered  bank. 


Precedents  Are  Apt  to  Rack  fire 


PRECEDENTS,  even  when  established 
by  the  virtuous,  are  apt  to  backfire. 
Some  observers  sensed  this  when  they 
suggested  that  postwar  trial  of  German 
state  and  military  leaders  might  prove  to 
be  a dangerous  innovation,  especially  when 
principles  at  stake  were  not  internationally 
recognized  beforehand.  8uch"  thoughts 
were  quickly  pooh-poohed.  Moral  indigna- 
tion had  reached  a height  only  to  be  ap- 
peased by  the  Nuernberg  and  later  tri- 
bunals. The  precedent  was  set  out  for  all 
the  world  to  see. 

It  has  been  seized  upon  with  avidity, 
apparently.  The  Chinese  Communist 
leader,  Mao  Tse-tung,  in  announcing  his 
eight-point  program  for  ending  the  Chinese 
civil  war.  puts  trial  of  “war  criminals"  at 
the  head  of  the  list.  The  first  two  such 
“criminals"  he  cites  as  Generalissimo  and 
Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek.  He  can  of 


course  point  to  Germany  as  justification 
for  the  pattern,  and  no  doubt  may  do  so 
if  necessary.  While  this  will  scarcely  be 
an  inducement  for  the  Generalissimo  to 
surrender  unconditionally,  the  trend  is 
significant. 

There  is  the  unmistakable  suggestion 
that  In  future  the  victor  will  call  the  tune, 
in  a manner  undreamed  of  before  the 
World  War.  No  statesman  or  military 
leader  may  be  beyond  culpability  for  his 
part  in  prosecuting  a war — even,  one  pre- 
sumes, should  it  be  a defensive  part.  That 
aspect  will  apparently  be  for  the  victor  to 
decide,  as  Mao  Tse-tung  currently  demon- 
strates. While  there  will  henceforth  be  an 
urgent  incentive  for  military  leaders  not 
to  be  canght  on  the  losing  side,  it  also  looks 
as  though  rules  to  govern  an  event  framed 
after  the  event  is  past,  no  matter  how  meri- 
torious, are  liable  to  boomerang.

Sir, — There  has  been  a lot  of  talk  about  sewage 
and  sewage  disposal,  but  It  does  not  get  very  far. 
Some  time  ago  I wrote  to  the  Saanich  Council 
about  a sewage  disposal  plant  near  Cadboro  Bay, 
It  was  when  Oordon  Head  Camp  was  a beehive 
of  troops,  and  conditions  were  very  bad  I said 
in  my  letter  to  them,  that  if  they  approached 
the  Government  and  explained  the  conditions 
the  Government  would  build  a sewage  disposal 
plant  and  run  all  sewage  from  the  camp.  Ten 
Mile  Point  and  Oordon  Head  Into  It;  but  the 
answer  I got  to  this  by  letter  was  they  did  not 
think  the  Government  had  time  to  bother  with 
It  at  that  time. 

I might  aay  that  the  ami  Government  built 
several  disposal  plants  for  Quebec  and  Ontario, 
and  the  same  plants  now  belong  to  the  towns 
or  municipalities,  which  would  have  been  a free 
gift  for  us.  I have  had  some  experience  on  this 
line : here  are  some  authentic  figures  on  e sewage 
recovery  system  that  I can  vouch  for.

FOR  eight  years  now  I’ve  been  won- 
dering what  was  ‘’phony**  about 
the  first  few  months  of  the  war,  that 
period  when  the  European  battle  lines 
were  drawn,  but  the  protagonists  con- 
tented themselves  merely  with  pe- 
riodic pokes  in  each  other’s  dlrecUon. 

All  during  those  months,  you  will 
remember,  far-away  commentators 
robbed  of  a vicarious  thrill  poured 
scorn  on  the  combatants.  Seemingly 
If  nations  go  to  war  they’re  supposed 
to  fall  to  and  murder  each  other  with- 
out let-up. 

Otherwise  they’re  not  playing  the 
game,  as  It  were. 

I confess  this  point  of  view  has  al- 
ways puzzled  me.  Particularly  when 
the  term  crops  up  In  the  works  of  In- 
dividuals from  wliom  you  would  nor- 
mally expect  a more  mature  appraisal 
of  events.  I notice  ’’phony’’  used 
again  of  late,  this  time  by  Dr  Chaim 
Welztnann  in  his  autobiography 
Other  prominent  individuals  have 
used  It  also,  and  In  the  same  sense. 
That  la,  with  a sinister  implication. 
The  dictionary  defines  "phony”  as 
something  counterfeit  — not  genuine. 
So  apparently  these  critics  consider 
the  early  months  of  the  war  to  have 
been  a fake. 

MUCH  BETTER  OFF 
For  myself,  I see  nothing  "phony” 
In  blood  not  being  spilled  in  the  quan- 
tles  expected  In  fact.  If  all  wars  were 
as  "phony"  as  that  blesaful  lull,  the 
world,  and  many  people  In  It,  would 
be  much  better  off. 

I wonder  If  those  to  whom  this  word 
comes  so  easily  to  the  Ups  ever  stop 
to  think  that  many  a good  chap  would 
be  alive  today  had  the  war  not  become 
of  the  "feenulne"  variety  they  seem  to 
prefer. 

I suppose  the  principal  reason  why 
France  and  the  British  Common- 
wealth were  not  Immediately  at  the 
Nazi  throat  after  war  was  declared, 
and  vice-versa,  was  that  they  weiw 
not  quite  ready  to  emulate  the  tigers 
they  afterwards  Imitated. 

If  you  read  much  about  the  war, 
that  much  seems  obvious. 

Had  Britain  had  a thousand  bomb- 
ers available  they  would  not  have 
waited  three  years,  before  staging 
night  raids  of  this  scale.  Had  Hitler 
had  the  panzer  divisions  his  factories 
gave  him  In  1940  he  would  have 
launched  them  In  1939. 

"PHONY"  PREFERRED 

Personally  I see  nothing  "phony" 
about  that;  rather  I'm  glad  the  war 
turned  out  the  way  It  did.  even  In 
those  desultory  opening  months. 

I suppose  the  same  critics  would  like 
the  present  so-called  "cold"  war  to  get 
'’hot"— at  least  that  Is  a fair  inference. 

Time  was  when  a wartime  breather 
was  not  considered  a subject  for  con- 
demnation, when  combatants  re- 
mained uncensored  If  they  had  a tem- 
porary truce,  but  modem  opinion  is 
apparently  less  tolerant.  They  want 
total  war  to  be  all-out  war  all  the 
time. 

Well,  they  may  get  It  again,  but  I’m 
not  convinced  there  will  be  anything 
happy  about  that  situation,  even  If  It 
does  provide  headlines  and  vicarious 
thrills  right  from  the  beginning 
I think  I’d  prefer  if  the  "phony" 
period  of  the  1939-45  war  became  a 
precedent  that  was  followed  religi- 
ously. If  In  fact  It  was  extended  In 
all  future  wars  right  until  the  final 
cease  fire.  # 

• The  present  "cold"  war  may  be 
"phony,"  too.  but  long  may  It  continue 
ff  "heat"  Is  the  only  alternative. 

I wish,  though,  that  this  "phony" 
appellation  would  Tall  Into  disrepute. 
It’s  an  Insult  to  a lot  of  good  men 
and  women.

THE  ouL-of -(lateness  of  the  horse 
and  buggy  days  is  used  as  an 
analogy  by  Trade  and  Commerce  Min- 
ister C.  D.  Howe  to  take  direct  Issue 
with  opinions  held  by  a number  In 
Canada  that  this  country  cannot 
manufacture  and  sell  goods  in  com- 
petition with  United  States  wares 
All  evidence  on  hand,  the  American- 
born  Mr.  Howe  says,  is  contrary  to 
views  — that  Canada  cannot  produce 
this  or  that  article  and  has  to  Im- 
port it  from  the  United  8tates— that 
Canada  cannot  manufacture  a lot  of 
goods  as  efficiently  as  the  Americans 
and  sell  them  on  a competitive  basis— 
that  Canada  cannot  sell  certain 
manufactured  goods  to  other  coun- 
tries If  the  United  States  is  also  In  the 
market, 

Canadian  Industry  today  Is  produc- 
ing a large  number  of  commodities  or 
parts  formerly  Imported  from  the 
United  States.  Goods  completely  pro- 
duced here  and  formerly  Imported 
range  from  Jet  engines  to  tapered 
roller  bearings,  from  nlnyl  sheeting  to 
lace,  from  two-speed  differentials  to 
pyrex  nursing  bottles,  from  ethylene 
glycol  to  food  extracts. 

• • • • 

In  other  articles  made  here,  the 
Trade  and  Commerce  Minister  states, 
manufacturers  have  been  able  to 
achieve  a substantial  reduction  of  the 
Import  content.  One  firm  reduced  the 
Import  content  of  a radio  from  $17  00 
to  31.35,  and  another  firm,  for  refrig- 
erators. from  $70  to  $36. 

As  a result  of  efficient  low-cost  pro- 
duction in  Canada,  Mr.  Howe  states. 
Industry  here  Is  now  exporting  to  the 
United  States,  or  Is  In  the  process  of 
doing  so.  articles  which  Canada  for- 
merly used  to  Import  from  the  US  A 
Such  good^  Include  noiseless  type- 
writers. Stainless  steel  equipment 


and  hollow  ware,  acetylene  black  and 
baby  carriages.  Canada  is  also  ex- 
porting manufactured  articles  from 
countries  that  used  to  buy  from  the 
United  States. 

There’s  a familiar  ring  or  sound 
about  all  this  when  one  recalls  the 
policy  carried  out  by  the  Bennett  Gov- 
ernment from  1930  to  1935  to  expand 
Canadian  Industry  by  adequate  pro- 
tection. This  tune,  the  situation  is 
due  to  the  temporary  protection 
afforded  Canadian  manufacturers  un- 
der the  austerity  program.  The  test  Is 
whether  Canadian  manufacturers  will 
be  able  to  continue  manufacturing 
and  selling  In  the  United  States  mar- 
ket such  articles  as  noiseless  type- 
writers. stainless  st»*el  equipment  and 
hollow  ware,  acetylene  black  and  baby 
carriages  when  the  austerity  program, 
with  Its  temporary  protection,  ends. 

At  any  rate,  Mr  Howe  stoics  that 
these  preaent  developments  are  help- 
ing to  Improve  Canada's  balance  of 
trade  and  are  being  made  possible 
through  a great  deal  of  co-operation 
between  business  and  the  Govern- 
ments of  Canada  and  the  United 
Stales. 

Political  observers  In  Ottawa  are 
scanning  features  of  President  Harry 
8 Truman’s  "re-deal’*  program,  call- 
ing for  Federal  tax  Increases  and  ex- 
tentlon  of  government  In  economic 
and  social  fields,  to  get  some  estimate 
of  the  possible  effect  In  this  country. 

The  President  s proposal  for  changes 
In  the  Reciprocal  Trade  Agreement 
Act  will  have  no  Immediate  effect  here. 
In  effect,  he  has  asked  Congress  to  put 
the  act  back  to  where  It  was  a year  ago 
before  Congress  limited  his  powera 
The  President  had  full  power  under 
the  former  act  to  reduce  duties  by  50 
per  cent  and  make  other  trade  con- 
cessions. Under  the  amendment  pres- 
ently In  effect  some  of  this  authority 
was  passed  to  the  tariff  commission.

rEN  do  not  normally  compete  In 
beauty  contests.  The  very 
handsome  ones  may.  Just  conceivably, 
yearn  In  secret  for  an  opportunity  to 
do  so,  hearing  In  Imagination  the 
thunderous  plaudits  that  greet  them 
as  they  trip  forward  to  face  the  cam- 
eras with  "Mr.  Leighton  Buzzard  1949” 
embroidered  on  a sash  across  their 
chests.  But  most  men  are  acutely  em- 
barrassed by  the  mere  thought  of  en- 
tering for  events  of  this  nature  and 
are  well  content*  to  leavs  the  field  to 
the  ladles. 

The  trouble  Is  that  the  ladles  have 
since  the  earliest  times  required  men 
to  act  as  stewards  of  the  course  and 
Judges,  thus  repeatedly  Involving 
them  In  equivocal  and  sometimes  dan- 
gerous predicaments.  It  seems,  for 
instance,  probable  that  the  Prefect  of 
the  Paris  Police  wishes  devoutly  that 
beauty  contests  had  never  been  In- 
vented. for  he  has  undoubtedly  In- 
curred odium  by  banning  a return 
match  for  the  coveted  title  of  Miss 
France.  In  the  original  competition 
the  winner  received  a smart  slap  in 
the  face  from  Miss  Besancon,  who  was 
lying  seventh,  and  for  reasons  which 
are  not  entirely  clear  decided  to  stand 
again  for  re-election.  The  prefect, 
fearing  another  and  mors  serious  out- 
break of  unarmed  combat  among  the 
rival  goddesses,  has  forbidden  a replay 
and  his  action  Is  being  widely  de- 
nounced as  unsporting. 


It  all  goes  to  show  how  dangerous 
these  competitions  are.  They  can 
never  be  anything  else.  The  folly  of 
making  elaborate  arrangements  the 
whole  purpose  of  which  Is  to  ensure 
that  a number  of  beautiful  ladles  are 
publicly  notified  that  they  are  less 
beautiful  than  some  other  beautiful 
ladles  Is.  when  you  come  to  think  of 
It.  almost  Incredible. 

It  Is  not  as  though  the  announced 
results  were  based  on  any  hard  and 
fast  criterion;  if  the  ladles  were  re- 
quired to  see  who  could  cat  the  great- 
est number  of  pigeon  pies,  or  even  to 
guess  the  weight  of  a cake,  they  might 
be  prepared  to  accept  the  Judges’  de- 
cision as  final.  As  It  is,  victory  de- 
pends neither  on  skill  nor  on  chance, 
but  on  the  opinions — or.  as  It  seems 
to  the  also  rans,  the  whims  and  preju- 
dices— of  • committee  of  men.  Small 
wonder  that  they  so  often  lead  to 
trouble. 

There  could  be  no  more  unsound 
method  of  choosing  a queen  than  one 
which  automatically  creates  a number 
of  disappointed  pretenders,  and  It 
would  really  be  much  better  If  the 
practice  of  holding  these  contests  were 
discontinued  altogether  If  that  is  too 
much  to  ask  of  femtolne  vanity,  the 
men  might  apply  sanctions  by  refus- 
ing to  act  as  Judges  or  spectators.  If 
they  had  thought  of  this  a bit  earlier, 
Troy  might  be  standing  today.

We  have  to  confess  that  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  mankind  do  not  belong  to 
this  sub-species.  Wlpd  up  a phono- 
graph. drop  a nickel  In  a juke  box, 
paint  a shack  bright  red  and  dispense 
pop — and  you  will  attract  500  people 
for  one  who  will  come  when  a loon 
calls  on  a lonely  lake.

More  Than  48,000  New  Telephones  Installed

Despite  Continuing  Equipment  Shortages 

From  Jgnuiry  1,  1946,  to  January  1 this  year,  tha  B.  C.  Telephone  Company 
and  asaociated  companiaa  operating  in  B.  C.  installed  48,280  new  telephones.  The 
B.  C.  Telephone  Company  alona  gainad  nearly  46,000  new  telephones. 

During  that  same  period  approximately  $15,000,000  was  spant  on  central 
offica  and  outside  plant  equipmant,  tha  greatest  three-year  expenditure  in  the 
history  of  the  system.  Expenditures  planned  for  1949  will  exceed  those  of  any 
othar  yaar  in  the  system's  hittory,^ 

Last  year  alona  we  added  15,633  new  telephones  to  our  system. 

This  substantial  gain  was  made  in  the  face  of  the  most  severe  spring  floods 
m B.  C.  history,  heavy  year-and  wind  and  snow  storms  and  continued  shortages 
of  all  types  of  telephone  equipment. 

Damage  caused  by  flood  and  storm  cost  tha  company  approximately  $220,000 
» in  1948,  retarding  to  considarabla  axtant  the  central  offica  and  outside  plant 
programme. 

During  these  emergencies  the  telephone  banner  of  service  was  held  high  by 
employees  in  all  branchas  of  tba  systam.  Plant  men  and  operators  gava  their  utmost 
in  efforts  to  maintain  communications.  In  many  cases  repair  crews  workad  all  night 
and  through  waek-ends  and  holidays  to  restore  lints. 

Despite  these  setbacks,  howevar,  naw  equipmant  In  some  form  or  other  was 
addad  to  most  exchange  areas  in  our  tarritory. 

The  aysfem  now  has  a total  of  216,735  telephones,  highest  total  in  our  history, 
but  demand  for  service  continues  at  a high  level,  due  largely  to  B.  C/s  record 
population  growth.  Despite  a record  threa-year  gain  in  telephones,  there  were 
24,165  applications  on  hand  for  telephone  service  at  January  1 this  year.

The  reader  who  enquires  lor  the 
source  of  this  saying,  points  to  one 
of  the  moot  profound  proverbial  ex- 
preariona  In  our  language  It  aounds 
cynical,  yet  It  Is  a deeply  religious 
saying  and  the  source  to  which  If 
leads  us  is  one  of  the  most  mnuo- 
versial  works  In  English  literature, 
namely  "The  Marriage  of  Heaven 
and  Hell,"  by  William  Blake. 

William  Blake  was  born  in  tut 
18th  century,  the  mechanistic  “age 
of  reason,"  and  he  lived  to  pose 
mystical  and  religious  question* 
which  caused  his  drawings  and  his 
poetry  to  survive  ns  the  subject  ol 
controversy  down  to  the  present  day 

Engraver  and  poet  would  describe 
Blake's  occupation,  and  his  contem- 
poraries dubbed  some  of  his  poetry 
os  well  as  his  strange  drawings  os 
eccentric  But  his  concern  with  the 
soul  of  man.  the  inner  life,  his  con- 
ception of  the  Inspiration  of  Christ, 
raised  his  work  above  the  level  of 
the  transient  and  make  hlxn  the 
subject  of  serious  study  today 

This  quotation  from  perhaps  his 
most  important  work.  "The  Marriage 
of  Heaven  and  Hell.'  as  It  has  been 
interpreted,  give*  a hint  or  the 
nature  of  Blakes  writings  "Drive 
your  can  and  your  plow  over  the 
bone*  of  the  dead,"  Is  not  to  be 
understood  on  the  surface  It  is 
Interpreted  as  an  Injunction  to  des- 
troy dead  values,  by  which  he  meant 
self-righteous,  repressive,  retributive
